Oliphant This Morning. 


DAMAGE DONE WAS NOTGREAT 


Mill i* Intact and Only Magazine 


Which Was Removed Good Distance 
From Works Was Destroyed—Cause 
of the Accident Unknown—One Man 


* Injured. 


FA1RCHAXCE, Dec. 7.—Two aicn 


were killed and another seriously in- 
jured in an explosion early tiiis morn- 
ing at the Oriental Powder Company's 
•works, a short distance from here. 
Tony Prozo, an Italian, was instam.lv 
killed, while William Hicklr ot High 
House was so badly injured that he 
died shortly after the accident. Charles 
Fike was seriously injured but will 
survive. The cause of the accident is 
not known. 
The big mag tzine was 


blown to atoms, but fortunately thoio 
was but one day's run on hand. About 
SOO kegs of giant powder went up. The 
two men killed were in the magazine 
at the time This building is removed 
somfr distance awa> from '-Vie works, 
*hich are located at the foot o£ the 
iffountalns. above OHuhanr, and little 
damage "was done to them.

around. Much excitement -\\as caused

The shock was distinctly felt at Union- 
town.
